cedure which they seemingly 
view as something as easily ar- 
ranged as Dwight Eisenhower 
succeeding Harry Truman. 


The provisional. government of 
Fidel Castro, now about six 
months old, can be described as 
“not yet fully organized”’ or ‘‘dis- 
organized.” Take your choice. It 
was a revolution made largely 
by youngsters.. It was under- 
ground for years. It picked up 
all sorts of adherents in those 
days and took all the help which 
came along. The Communists 
and leftists, with typical cyni- 
cism, supported Batista because 
they knew he was so murderous- 
ly evil that he discredited the 
“Democratic government” which 
Batista piously insisted he rep- 
resented. The Communists joined 
him in looting labor union funds. 


When the revolution seemed 
sure to succeed, the Communist 
element joined in to help it. It 
is not large. It seems not to be 
in the government. (The unions, 
in recent elections, voted strong- 
ly anti-Communist.) The junior 
officer group in the army appar- 
ently includes a few Communists 
and others who have made the 
old error of thinking the Com- 
munist party safely can be in- 
cluded in a “popular front.” 


The Youth 


The youth of the revolution is 
astonishing. The minister of ed- 
ucation is 28. The minister of 
public works, who headed per- 
haps the largest engineering firm 
in Cuba, is about 40. The presi- 
dent of the Bank of Cuba, which 
is their equivalent of the Federal 
Reserve System, is in his mid- 
forties and is fondly regarded 
as a sort of grand old man of 
the revolution. Castro himself is 
just past 35. 


The bearded soldiers are most- 
ly boys off peasant farms. They 
are excellent guerrillas but this 
is not a well-trained army. They 
are picturesquely pleasant when 
off duty. In Havana they try, 
when. on parade, to appear mar- 
tial-like and stern. But on the 
streets with their girls they are 
like any other youngsters in the 
big city. And in the provincial 
cities, such as. Matanzas, they 
are magnificent on duty. Many 
of them have flowers stuck in 
the barrels of their guns and 
walk patrol with an admiring 
young lady on one arm with 
flower-bedecked gun crooked in 
the other. 


Free Press 


This is by no means a police 
state. At least it isn’t yet. The 
press is free. Almost certainly 
there are those who wish it 
were not. They will do all they 
can with stories of plots and 
intrigue, to break down Castro’s 
pledge to continue such a press. 
There are stories of irresponsi- 
bility. One Cuban néwspaper 
withheld a political columnist’s 
writings from the paper for two 
or three days and spread the 
rumor he had been censored. 
They did so to create “interest” 
in the return of the column. 


Castro hasn't been specific 
enough about free elections. 
Batista had for years corrupted 
and prostituted elections. The 
people here do not, and can- 
not, have the same image of 
“free elections” as do,the people 
of the United States and Great 
Britain. Castro’ has pledged 
really free ones. 


If they were held now Castro 
would win maybe 90 per cent of 


the vote, perhaps more. There

PROPOSED VERSION 


In a proposed version of the 
final decree to be entered in the 
case, Negro attorneys asked 
Judge Hooper to require the board 
to present a “‘complete plan” by 
Oct. 1.

lawing segregated public schools in

Atlanta, Judge Hooper eowrtrd oO 


Negro attorneys to draw up a pro- 
posed decree in accordance with 
his findings. He told them to serve 
it on defense counsel, who would 
have 10 days to register objec- 
tions. 


The suggested decree was sub- 
mitted to the court and sent to 
school board attorneys June 24. 
Tuesday was the last day for sub- 
mitting objections to the propo- 
sal. 


The written objections were fot 
made public by the court because 
Judge Hooper has not issued an 
order on them. 


However, school board attor- 
neys said they ‘“‘objected to the 
entire proposal” by the Negro 
attorneys. 


“NOT IN ACCORDANCE” 

“The proposal is not in line 
with Judge Hooper’s original 
order,” said City Attorney Jack 
Savage. “It is not in accordance 
with the preliminary findings of 
facts and laws in the case.” 


School board attorneys con- 
tended in their objections that 
the Negro proposal ‘“‘commands 
integration,” while Judge Hoop- 
er’s original order did not.

WASHINGTON ® — President 
Eisenhower, as expected, vetoed 
Tuesday a $1,375,000,000 housing 
bill, branding it extravagant and 
inflationary. He asked that Con- 
gress act quickly to give him “a 
sound and constructive bill.” 


What Congress will do about it 
was not indicated, as Democratic 
sponsors of the legislation busily 
did a bit of pulse feeling to guide 
their future actions. It seemed un- 
likely they could muster enough 
votes to override the veto. 


However, the Senate Democrat- 
ic leader, Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas, left open the way for such 
an effort by saying Eisenhower 
had taken an ill advised, political- 
ly partisan course. 


Criticizing what he called Ei- 
senhower’s “all or nothing atti- 
tude,”” Johnson said: “‘I do not be- 
lieve this kind of attitude will ap- 
peal to reasonable men and 
women.” 


Eisenhower told Congress that 
with new homes being built at 
near record rates he had been 
looking forward for many months 
to approving legislation along the 
lines he recommended last Janu- 
ary. What he wanted, the Presi- 
dent said, was a bill “that would 
further advance the cause of bet- 
ter housing for Americans within 
the limits of social responsibility.” 


“To my disappointment,” his 
veto message said, “‘the Congress 
has instead presented me with a 
bill so excessive in the spending 
it proposes and so defective in 
other respects, that it would do 
far more damage than good.” 


Placing emphasis on the costli- 
ness of the legislation, Eisenhow- 
er said “‘much of the spending it 
authorizes is unnecessary.”

VIENNA (UPI)—Soviet infantry and paratroopers have opened a 
large-scale action against Ukrainian anti-Communist guerillas under 
the guise of border ‘“‘maneuvers” in the wild mountains of Ukrainia 
and Slovakia, reliable sources said here Tuesday.

The battle of words between the 
two was the second such jolt the 
Soviet visitor has received on his 
current tour. The first came last 
week in Washington when he tan- 
gled with Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon in a lively argument 
over a point of history in Soviet- 
American relations. 


ASKED OF ELECTION 


The Williams-Kozlov clash*be- 
gan when the governor asked the 
visitor when, in view of Moscow's 
frequent talk of self-determination 
for peoples, the Eastern and Cen- 
tral European satellites might an- 
ticipate being able to have free 
and secret elections. 


Williams said Kozlov, in a long 
answer, contended the people of 
the area had made their choice 
and anything to the contrary was 
just propaganda. Williams retort- 
ed he would “lay the facts on the 
table.” 


The governor recalled the mid- 
1953 revolt in East Germany, put 
down by Soviet tanks, unrest in 
Poland, the crushing of the Hun- 
garian revolt by Soviet arms, and 
added that certainly the people of 
Romania “did not feel their Com- 
munist regime represented them.” 


In reply Kozlov pointed to Yugo- 
slavia’s Tito as an example of 
noninterference by the U.S.S.R. 
and added anything reported to 
the contrary was propaganda. 


FEUDING WITH TITO 

Moscow's own propaganda has 
been carrying on a fierce feud 
with Tito over his refusal to bow 
to total domination by the Soviet

The Yuchis came back to Geor- 
gia last summer for ceremonies 
of lighting their tribal fire on the 
old capital site of their nation 
near Columbus. They plan on 
sending delegations each year to 
the site. 


According to Yuchi legends, 
which have been written into a 
history and presented to Geor- 
gia historians, the tribe was 
once the most powerful nation in 
the Southeast, and built the cere- 
monial mounds located on the 
banks of the Etowah River near 
here. 


Archeologist Robert S. Neitzel, 
in charge at the Etowah Mounds, 
took the six Indians on a tour, ex- 
plaining how the digging his- 
torians read past customs from 
their minute explorations of 
village and burial sites. Henry 
Tumlin, custodian of the state 
park, also acted as guide. 


The Indians asked many ques- 
tions. George Watashe, a sub- 
chief, or “square ground” chief, 
explained that mounds of earth 
are still used in their religious 
rituals, and that some of the 
Yuchi families in Oklahoma still 
followed the custom of burying 
their dead in the earth under the 
floors of their homes. 


The Indians were entertained 
at a luncheon at the Mound Mu- 
seum by the Cartersville-Bartow 
County Chamber of Commerce.

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Divided Democrats 
Are at It Again! 


Paul Butler, national chairman of the 
Democratic Party, is to the party what 
the banderilleros are to a bullfight. They 
are the men who run out with barbs 
which they stick into the bull’s shoulder 
to make him angry and full of fight. 

The Democratic mule is well dec- 
orated with Mr. Butler’s barbs. His latest 
was to the effect that the Democratic 
leadership in Congress has been too much 
of a “me-too” type and that unless it 
got busy with a more progressive policy 
it would be tough to elect Democrats in 
1960, including a president. 

This pleased the Republicans but 
caused the Southern section of the mule 
to become even more angry than the 
Eastern half, which is of much the same 
mind as Mr. Butler. It is too bad that 
the Dixie reply had to come from South 
Carolina. It was an answer full of typi- 
cal sound and fury and didn’t make 
much sense. It said Mr. Butler had “Re- 
publican leanings.” This from a state 
which in 1948 bolted the Democratic 
Party and which sought to sabotage it 
in 1952 and 1956 is one of the most pre- 
posterous accusations in modern history. 

All in all, we think the Lyndon John- 
son-Sam Rayburn leadership has been 
good for the country. It has cooperated 
with the Eisenhower administration. But 
this leadership perhaps rather well in- 
terpreted the majority sentiment in the 
country which is afraid of inflation and 
which, to that extent, is conservative. 

But from the political viewpoint, Mr. 
Butler is on rather sound ground. The 
leadership has not been helpful to the 
prospects of Democrats in the two-party 
states. A conservative voter does not 
cast his ballot for a Democratic presi- 
dential candidate. Once his mind takes 
a conservative turn, he votes GOP. 

Local races, for Congress, governor 
and the Senate, include issues other than 
those of ‘national import. These are 
usually more,important to the candidates 
than those“of national or international 
aspect. This is why the Democrats con- 
trol Congress but are out of the White 
House. 

A great many of the Southern Demo 
crats actually prefer not to become in- 
volved in a presidential race. This group, 
of which the South Carolina delegation 
is an excellent example, is not likely even 
to support the party’s nominee. Its mem- 
bers are just not greatly interested in 
electing a Democratic president because 
he would almost certainly be out of 
agreement with them. 

This is precisely what Mr. Butler. has 
in mind. In the two-party states the 
leadership has been politically damaging 
to the Democrats. If it comes down to 
a race between two conservative parties 
the GOP will win. 

Chairman Butler is not a man to hide 
facts. And the fact is the gulf in the party 
widens.

Cheaper Meat Prices 
Delight Housewives 


Little items in the news often give 
us a good picture of what economists are 
talking about when they speak of “sup- 
ply and demand.” 


Like, for example, the prediction that 
pork prices will be “good” for house- 
wives for the next 12 months and that 
beef, too, should become an excellent 
“buy.” Prices of beef have not advanced 
for some time, That of pork has declined. 


That’s good news to the budget-con- 
scious housewife. 


But it is bad news for those who 
raise pork and beef for the market. In 
the competitive system, the law of sup- 
ply and demand works inexorably. There 
is a large supply of-pork and beef com- 
ing on the market. So the price will 
be “good.” The producers will suffer. 
When there is short supply, the pur- 
chaser pays the bill in high prices. 

Meanwhile, for those who like pork, 
this is a good time to look up additional 
recipes so as to take advantage of the 
good buys. And for the pig producers, 
it is time for wailing and a hope for an 
upturn. 


Crime Panel’s Study 
Has Broad Potential 


Further evidence of the Atlanta Citi- 
zens Crime Committee’s intention to do 
a thorough job is reflected in its re- 
port issued Monday to the aldermanic 
board. - 

. Previous findings of the committee as 
to the causes of crime and the handling 
of minal cases by the courts are to 
be supplemented by additional studies 
of law enforcement, juvenile delinquency 
_ The nature of the committee’s task 
fs such that extension of its fact-finding 


efforts beyond the city and county levels 
was inevitable. 

Courts, for instance, operate accord- 
ing to procedures prescribed by state 
law. The crime panel, along with many 
Georgia grand juries, has recommended 
that the law be changed so as to re- 
quire defendants to testify under oath 
and to be subjected to cross-examina- 
tion. Also strongly urged is a change 
whereby judges rather than juries 
would pass sentence. 

The committee’s work extends into 
other state-controlled areas, such as 
correctional, probational and parole fa- 
cilities. 

Therefore its findings should prove 
not only helpful to Atlanta but to the 
state as a whole. 

The committee thus far has been 
highly productive. There is every reason 
to believe its continued efforts will be 
of tremendous value in coping with the 
complex and costly problem of crime.

New York Rejects Idea 
Of Sacrificing Millions 


The Office of Civil and Defense Mobi- 
lization recently estimated that two large 
bombs dropped near Brooklyn Bridge in 
New York City would kill at least 6,098,- 
000 persons in the area from blast and 
fallout. 


Similar attacks on a nationwide 
basis—at the present state of civil de- 
fense readiness—would result in death 
for uncounted millions. 


Unwilling to sacrifice those who could 
be saved from fallout, Gov. Rockefeller 
of New York has made public a sur- 
vival plan which is the most compre- 
hensive of any yet proposed on a state 
or national level. It makes sense and 
while expensive is the only practical plan 
suggested on the basis of scientific knowl- 
edge. It could indeed save millions of 
lives, 


It includes an intensive educational 
program on dangers of fallout and meas- 
ures of self-protection from it; a state 
law requiring construction of thick- 
walled protective shelters in existing 
homes and shelters in future homes 
and buildings in the state; development 
of a special survival kit of food and ne- 
cessities, including a radiation warning 
device, to enable persons to remain safe- 
ly in shelters for at least two weeks in 
a radioactive area. 

The governor has given full endorse- 
ment to the idea. Its implementation will 
begin immediately. It may help to shake 
other states out of their apathy about 
civil defense. 

In rejecting the assumptions that no 
attack will come or that if it does there 
will be no chances of survival, the New 
York plan is in line with today’s think- 
ing and experience. 

The best defense against atomic or 
thermonuclear bombs is not to be there 
when one explodes.. Barring that, the 
percentage who survives will depend 
upon measures planned and ready for 
use in case an attack should come. It’s 
time all of us faced that fact. :

Urban Renewal Funds 
Are Welcome Indeed! 


President Eisenhower has vetoed the 
omnibus housing bill recently passed by 
Congress. 

That’s good. 

The federal housing agency has ap- 
proved $21,732,914 to remove 316 acres 
of slums in Atlanta. 

That’s great. 

Taking them up in order for ampli- 
fication, we can say we approve the veto 
of the housing bill. The President had 
told Congress he would exercise this 
power to reject legislation which the 
White House believes not in the public 
interest.‘ Congress, which in turn can 
override vetoes, needs a two-thirds ma- 
jority to do so. This it cannot now mus- 
ter. 

The President listed three major rea- 
sons for his veto. One will suffice to 
reveal the political hypocrisy of the 
measure. The White House noted that 
it called for the construction of 190,000 
housing units when 100,000 previously 
authorized have not been built. It was 
a dishonest, inflationary bill in at least 
this respect. . 

Now, we trust, Congress will come 
back with a bill designed to create actual 
housing, not paper housing. 

News that two Atlanta urban re- 
néwal projects have been approved and 
that a third one is likely to be is most 
welcome. The city has a total of five 
renewal projects in the works. 

The Butler street area near the heart 
of the city and the Thomasville section 
back of the Federal Penitentiary are the 
two already authorized. Approval of 
the Rawson-Washington street project is 
believed likely in the near future,

Keep Mental Health Ball 
Rolling in Right Direction 


Gov. Ernest Vandiver has informed the State Health Department 
that he will not create an additional Department of Mental Health 
to take over Milledgeville State Hospital, thereby opening the way 
for negotiations for a new superintendent, service chiefs and other 


needed key personnel. 

In reply to a letter from Dr. 
T. F. Sellers, director of the 
State Health Department, in- 
quiring about his unit’s status 
at the hospital, Gov. Vandiver 
advised him his department 
would remain in control and 
praised accomplishments to date. 


Administration of the hospital 
was transferred from the wel- 
fare to the Health Department 
in late April in line with an 
“immediate action’’ recommer- 
dation of a committee of doc- 
tors from the Medical Assn. of 
Georgia. 

Under the doctors’ recommen- 
dation, however, the transfer 
was to be temporary until a long- 
range suggestion for creation of 
a separate Department of Men- 
tal Health to take control of the 
institution and the state’s other 
mental health activities could be 
carried out. | 

The governor’s reply. to Dr. 
Sellers’ indicates the 
chief executive has discarded the 
latter idea so long as the health 
department ‘‘continues to do the 
kind of job it is doing,” 

An additional reason for the 
decision the governor explained 
in his letter as follows: 

“You (Dr. Sellers) are famil- 
jar, of course, that the policy 
of this administration is to 
eliminate and consolidate rather 


te 


than to expand the multitudinous 
number of boards, bureaus, de- 
partments, commissions and 
agencies.”’ 

There can be no dispute that 
the Health Department has gone 
about correcting conditions at 
the Milledgeville hospital in a 
manner that is producing re- 
sults. Improvement in opera- 
tions already have been shown 
and there is no reason but to 
expect but that the future will 
produce further beneficial effects 
if funds are provided for needed 
expansion in treatment and care. 

Gov. Vandiver’s reply to Dr. 
Sellers gives the Health Depart- 
ment the go-ahead to attempt to 
obtain a superintendent, service 
chief and other needed personnel 
to replace those who have re- 
signed or have been removed 
and those who will be added 
under the expanded program. 

We feel it would be wise, 
however, not to scrap the rec- 
ommendation entirely, but to 
hold it in abeyance awaiting a’ 
demonstration of results by the

WASHINGTON (AP) The 
United States filed in Internation- 
al court Tuesday a $756,604 suit 
against the Soviet Union for the 
shooting down of a U.S. Air Force 
B29 over Japan on Nov. 7, 1954. 


Lodging of the suit in the Inter- 
national Court of Justice at The 
Hague marked the end of lengthy 
diplomatic negotiations in which 
the Soviets refused to agree to 
the American claim. 


US. officials held no hope that 
Moscow would let the court de- 
cide the case. The Reds have al- 
ready said they would refuse the 
court’s jurisdiction. 


But U.S. authorities decided to 
force the Soviets to tell this to 
the court. They figured this would 
help swing international opinion in 
favor of settling disputes between 
nations by legal means. 


The Soviets, the State Depart- 
ment said in announcing the liti- 
gation, “have continued to exert 
force and to assert facts in justi- 
fication of their conduct which 
they have been unable and un- 
willing to support by accepted le- 
gal standards before: appropriate 
international judicial institutions.” 


The United States has taken sev- 
eral plane incidents to the court 
before without success. Although 
the Soviet Union is a member of 
the court, it has never agreed yet 
to let the court decide a case in- 
volving the Soviet Union. Consent 
of the party involved is necessary 
before the court can take over a 
case. 


The U.S. plane burned and 
crashed on Hokkaido.

BALTIMORE—This city played 
a long shot when it decided to re- 
build from the inside out. The 
gamble is paying off handsomely. 


Charles Center was the gam- 
ble. It was a proposal, advanced 
under business auspices, to re- 
build 22 acres in the heart of 
downtown at a cost of $127,170,- 
000. Not one cent of federal sub- 
sidy was to be sought. 


Within the nine-block tract all 
but three streets—Baltimore and

cities. 
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Fayette and the one block of 
Hanover connecting them—would 
be closed. 


Only five buildings were to be 
left standing—a hotel, three big 
office structures and a 490-car 
garage. 


The redeveloped site would ca- 
ter to pedestrians with a series 
of parks and landscaped malls. 
Eight big office buildings, an 800- 
room hotel, a television center 
and underground facilities for 
4,000 automobiles were proposed. 


The plan was unveiled March 
20, 1958. The impact was immedi- 
ate. 


The proposal, which visualized 
private enterprise assuming 
about $80,000,000 of the total cost, 
captured the imagination not 
only of Baltimore residents but 
also of the nation.

| Public support was so strong 
that it carried over, judging by 
the flood of favorable initial re- 
action, to the final $470,000,000 
master plan for downtown, 
drawn under the same auspices 
and presented to city hall last 
May 15. 


Several hundred acres are in- 
cluded in the central business dis- 
trict fixed by the plan. At its 
heart lies Charles Center, flanked 
on one side by the financial center 
and on the other by the shopping 
district. 


Across the street from Charles 
Center would be the proposed 
Civic Center, a combined auditori- 
um and arena with a seating ca- 
pacity of up to 16,000. 


A $12,000,000 bond issue has al- 
ready been voted for this project, 
which will cover two full blocks. 


To the west, a two-level air- 
conditioned mall would be built in 
the Howard and Lexington street 
shopping area where the city’s 
four big stores, two locally owned 
and two chain, are situated. The

There’s more to dolls than 
just child’s play. 


A collection of dolls can prac- 
tically unfold the history of 
fashion. And these are rare ob- 
jects of art that you would never 
think of putting within the reach 
of little erratic hands. 


Some have been created pure- 
or the collector’s shelf.

This little doll and her fash- 
jonable wardrobe will be joined 
in the exhibit by a group of 
very fine dolls loaned to the 
fashion group by Mrs. Lila Ben- 
ton. Two, circa 1880, are a girl 
doll fashioned by Bebe Jumeau, 
the world’s most famous doll 
maker, and a boy doll by Li- 
moges. These antique French 
dolls both have pierced ears and 
are wearing antique earrings. 


The boy's linen suit, consist- 
ing of a short square jacket and 
mid-calf trousers, is a copy but 
the girl's clothing, even down 
to the shoes and socks, is the 
original dressing. The dress 
with its long waist and pleated 
skirt flounce is perhaps the ear- 
liest chemise in fashion. 


BUSTLE INTEREST 


Dolls, whose costumes show 
the beginning of bustle interest 
have china heads, all-kid bod- 
ies featuring tiny waist, big hips, 
with knees, hips, and shoulders 
jointed. Fivé generations have 
played with one doll from this 
group. 


Mrs. Benton made the hat as 
well as costume which shows 
the beginning of the bustle 
around 1870. The hat is a scoop 
bonnet, long and narrow in 
front like a scoop. By 1880, bus- 
tles were getting bigger and 
bigger as shown by the doll 
wearing a blue striped taffeta. 
Its original hat has back in- 
terest, too. By 1895 and 1900 
the Gibson Girl silhouette was 
taking hold as represented by 
the doll wearing the typical 
black taffeta gored skirt with 
light train in back and the high 
collar blouse featuring leg of 
mutton sleeves.

Alabama Has 
New Bill for 


Segregation 


MONTGOMERY, Ala (#—Legis- 
lation aimed at preserving school 
segregation was introduced in the 
Alabama Senate Tuesday. 


The bill would allow city and 
county schools to withdraw from 
the state school system. 


The measure is similar to an- 
other bill which would allow indi- 
vidual schools to pull out of the 
regular school system and form 
a separate district. But a sponsor 
said it would have to be done on 
a city- or countywide basis in 
rural communities because of the 
geographical problems. 


Its purpose is to get around a 
recent federal court decision 
which said all schools operated 
by the same authority must re- 
main open or closed. 


By withdrawing from the state 
system, schools in a sparsely set- 
tled rural community could close 
to prevent integration without 
forcing others to shut down.

De- 
clarer could have drawn a shrewd 
inference from his opponent’s si- 
lence during the auction to land 
his game contract today. 


The bidding was reasonable and 
West opened the king of diamonds 
against four hearts. A brief ex- 
amination of the dummy made it 
apparent to West that the club 
suit offered the only hope of de- 
veloping any additional tricks for 
the defense. So he followed by a 
prompt shift to the three of 
clubs, hoping to put delcarer to 
the guess if he did not hold the 
queen. Declarer won with the 
queen and took the heart finesse. 


North was critical of this play, 
contending that the finesse should 
not have been taken with 10 
trumps. South referred to the per- 
centage tables to show that the fi- 
nesse was the proper procedure. 
“After all,”” he pleaded, “‘I didn’t 
have a look.” North was right, 
but not for the reason he assigned.

. It is true that percentages favor 
the finesse with 10 when the king 
is missing. But declarer had a 
better clew than the percentage 
tables. At the end of trick two, 
West is marked almost to a cer- 
tainty with the ace-king of dia- 
monds and the ace of clubs. If he 
also held the guarded king of 
hearts, it is quite inconceivable 
that he would have chosen to pass 
initially. East is, therefore, 
marked with the king of hearts 
and the only hope is that it is 
alone. 


To pick off the single king 
would have been a good illustra- 
tion of playing by ear.

In State, Historian Says

Early Georgians were rather preoccupied with the fabled resi- 
dent of the nether regions, Old Man Devil. Maybe times were 
hard and grubbing a living out of the wilderness was even harder, 
so the pioneers named many places after the Devil. 


Dr. John H. Goff, head of Emory’s school of business adminis- 


tration and a historian of note, tells of some of the names in the 


‘current issue of the Georgia Mineral Newsletter. 


There are two, at least, streams with the name Devil’s Branch 
—one in Screven and Effingham counties and one in Wilkinson 
County. There is a Devil’s Bay (a low swampy, wooded section) in 
Clinch County. A spire of rock near the Polk-Paulding County line 
is known as the Devil’s Darning Needle. 


Nearly all of Georgia’s navigable rivers have a tricky bend 
known as Devil’s Elbow. Then there is the Devil’s Trash Pile on 
the Oconee River, and the Devil's Drag Out on the Great Satilla 
River. The first was an eddy where trash collected and the second 
a landing place, which to the riverman was a d---1 of a place 
to drag logs into the river from the forest.

with the name Devil’s Den Creek. Devil’s Den Springs is in Decatur 
County. Devyil’s Pulpit is in Tallulah Gorge. 


The best of all, perhaps, is a region in Greene County known 
as Devil's Hop, Skip and Jump.

There is Big Hell Sluice and Little Hell Sluice on the Savannah 
River, and Hell’s Shoals on the Altamaha. There are Hell Gates 
along the coast, and one Hell Gap on the Chattahoochee. There is 
a Little Hell Point and Little Hell Landing on the Savannah. 


In Long and McIntosh counties there is a region known simply 
as Little Hell, and the Altamaha River has an Old Hell Bight. 
There is a Hell’s Half Acre in Burke County and a Hell Hole 
Branch in Rabun County. 


And, honestly, there is a River Styx in lower Charlton County.
